The Czar approved the 
whole speech, and advised either against 
withdrawing itor explaining it away. Sko- 
beleffin conclusion intimated that the Ozar 
assured him the only reason why he did not 
openly approve the speech was because Rus- 
sia tat present depended upon Germany in 
diplomatic relations, and it was unwise to rup- 


ture now.

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THE FLOODED FIELDS. 


The Distress and Destitution in the 


Overflowed Districts. 


Feed for the Stock Needed—The 
Levees Must be Repaired 
Before June, 


Return of the Army Officers Who Dis- 
tributed Rations—Flood News. 


Talk With Gen. Clay Green. 

Gen. Olay Green, ex-Ministerto Spain, and 
one ofthe most influential planters of the 
Mississippi Valley, was meton ’Change this 
morning by a POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter. Gen. Green has just 
come up from Bolivar Landing, 
Miss., where heis interested in several plan- 
tations. He was asked about the condition of 
affairs in the lower countries, where the over- 


flow bad occurrea. 
In reply, he stated that noth- 


ing which had ever been printed 
yet, had portrayed the true condition of 
affairs.

like cattle, and dying everyday from exposure, 
The levees in the Bolivar district had been 
broken through in numerous places 
and the entire country was completely inun.- 
dated. ‘‘What will the damage to the levees 
amount to in the Bolivar district?’’ 

**Fully $500 ,000.’’ 

‘*HIas the distribution by the Government of 
rations to the sufferers met with approval 
or condeimnation.’’ 

‘*‘The Government has acted in a manner 
highly satisfactory toevery one in the flooded 
districts, and the officers sent dewn there 
have shown themselves to be worthy of sucha 
charge.’’ 

‘*Ilave all the sufferers been supplied with 
the necessaries of life?’’ 

‘*‘Yes, nudoubtedly, at least all those whom 
it has been possible to reach. Of course there 
are some in the back counties who 
are doubtless gradually starving.’’ 

‘*Has the stockthat has been saved been pro- 
vided with anything upon which it Can sub- 
sist?’’ 

‘‘No; the Government has taken no stepsin 
regard to that, nor is it to be presumed 
that they should, I would recommend, 
though, all who are willing toextend help to 
the sufferers to send hay, corn or oats to the 
stock, as the Government will provide amply 
for the people.’’ 

‘*Do you assign any other mo- 
tive to the Government’s extending 
the present aid than thatot charity?’’ 

‘*‘Undoubtedly the Government has two 
motives in its present action. . First, charity, 
and secondly to create, Aas nearas pos- 
Bible, a teeliug of content among 
the poorer classes that are 
now suffering. Themen in power in Wash- 
ington do not wantto see another hegira of 
the colored people in the North and West. 
They have discovered their mistake by pre- 
vious experience, and do not want the experi- 
ment repeated.’’ 

‘*Willtheir being supplied with food render 
them contented?’’ 

‘*‘By nomeans. Their greatest danger is yet 


to come. shouldthe waters recedein time to | 


give them an opportunity to plant they will 
be subjected to the probabilities of the June 
rise. Whenthe Junerise occurs the banks 
are alwaysfull, and unless the breaks are re- 
pairedin the levees between now and then 
they will doubtless be overflowed again, and 
their crops entirely destroyed.’’ 

‘*What action will be taken bv the people in 
regard to the repairing of the levees between 
now and the spring or June rise?’’ 

‘*They can donothing without the assistance 
of the Government. Unless it takes action, 
and that immediately, and an appropriation 
ismade by which the levees Can be repaired, 
there can be nothing done. The taxes are not 
suflicient to do any material good, and unless 
the Government does the workit will not be 
done.’’ 

‘*What will be the consequencein case that 
the Governinent takes no action?’’ 

‘*Unless the people receive animmediate as- 
Surance that the levees will be rebuilt by 
Uncle Sam there will be the grandest exodus 
from the Mississippi Vallev that was ever 
known in this country. Of course peopie 
wonld not be foolish enough to plant and 
work their crops with the almost certainty of 
having them daestroyed in July. 

‘*Are the people confident that the. Govern- 
ment will rebuild the levee?’’ 

‘*They are sanguinarv that such will be the 
case; if not, they will certainly give up the 
ship.’ 

Gen. Green concluded by saying that the 
people up here and all overthe United States 
should be impressed with the fact that thev 
can render the most acceptable assistance to 
the sufferers at present by sending them food 
for their stock. 


Calls for Help. 

The President of the Merchants’ Exchange 
received to-day several very urgent calls for 
help from the sufferers. One was from a com- 
mittee at Ashport, Tenn., which stated that 
the people were in imminent danger of star- 
vation should they not receive assistance 
soon. 

Another was received trom L. W. Dantforth, 
Chairman of the Relief Committee at Charles- 
ton, Mo. A call is made from them for medi- 
cine and clothing. 

Mr. Miles Sells statesthat any one wishing 
to contribute articles of clothing or anything 
of that description can send them to the Mer- 


chants’ Exchange strect committee, 
anid the same will be for- 
warded immediately to any particular 


point that the contributor may desire. Mr 

Sells recommends that eachjpoliceman on his 
beat inake the collections of clothing and send 
them to one central point where they could 
be gotten by the street committee. 

A letter was received to-day by the Presi- 
dent of the Merchants’ Exchangelfrom Gov. 
Crittenden, of this State, in which he ex- 
pressed himselt as highly pleased by the 
manner in which the provisions for the peopie 
of Misssouri had been distributed, and init he 
also siated that he would write more tully in 
a day or two, and take action upon it. 


Returned, 

Lieut. John S. Loud and Capt. S. C. Vedder, 
U. 8. A., returned from the South this morn- 
ing and registered atthe Laclede. It will be 
remembered that about eight davs since these 
officers reported here from Fort Leavenworth 
in obedience to military orders, and started 


to the flooded districts in charge 
of a special steamer loaded with 


Government rations and supplies. Lieut. 
Loud states that his boat proceeded nearly to 
Helena, distributing provisions en route, and 
doing everything possiole to ascertain and 
alleviate the distressof those suffering people. 
In numerous instances it was difficult to reach 
the most worthy, but he thought the Govern- 
ment fully appreciated the necessities of the 
situation and was exerting itself to the utmost. 
Lieut. Loud will probably make another 
trip next week. lie said that the 
statements furnished by the newspapers were 
inno particular exaggerated or overdrawn, 
for the southern country was simply sub 
merged—houses washed down, crops ruined, 
cattie and horses drowned and general desti 
tution prevalent. The details, however, 
were now fully before the public, and it would 
be useless to recount them.

The cause for the 
wholesale and sweeping change was stated 
by the officers of the company to bea genera) 
feeling among the conductors that they 
were running the road. Some time ago 


arule was adopted concerning the collection 
of farefrom passengers who had not bought 
tickets, and that was to give @rawback checks. 
The oOflicials differed on this point, and the 
conductors, knowing of these differences, did 
notcomply strictly with the rule. In many 
instances no checks were given, although at 
the same time the fare was reported tothe 
company. The drawbackticket was adopted as 
a check upon the obsolete practice of knocking 
downon the company, and thus when a 
spotted man did not comply with the re- 
gulations it atonce set bim down for a thief 
and put him on the black list, ana the list 
swelled in size until it contained 165 names. 
The tirst intimation of the trouble was when 
afew days since General Superintendent Clark 
made a trip out on the ine, probably 
to prepare the division superintendents for 
the coming storm. He was observed by one 
oi the employes to have along roll of paper 
covered with names, and an accidental 
glimpse ot the page showed that the names 
were those of conductors, Only to-day the 
register in thetrain dispatcher’s of ice along 
the Jine on which the name of the conductor 
of each outgoing train is daily written opposite 
the train number presented an unusnal ap- 
pearance, there being a double iustead of a 
single column of names. One hundred and 
sixty-five in all were blacklisted. Thisincludes 
every passenger cGonductor running out of 
Omaha with the exception of those who have 
been taking a lav-off and did not know 
their fate yet. Inthis division outof twenty- 
eight conductors, freight and passenger, two 
positive exceptions are Known. These are C, 
J. Prattand M. i. Cowin. Of those running 
out from Grand Island all must go but Wm. 
Sutberland and Frank ILlunton, both treight 
conductors.

THE EXODUS TO EUROPE. 


—S 


Over 60,000 Americans to Visit the 
Continent This Summer, 


Talk With Henry F. Gillig—Whatit Costs 
to Cross the Atlantic Ocean. 


Mr. Henry F. Gillig, General Manager of the 
American Exchange in Europe, arrived in the 
city this morning, and registered at the 
Southern. He isa tall, siender and good- 
looking young man, whose nervous energy 
and great mental activity are at once appar- 


ent. Mr. Gillig is 
annual tour of America to make 


an inspection of his branch offices, to note the 
various architectural changes of cities, and to 
estimate the number of Americans who are 
going ubroad this year, und with wnom he will 
undoubtedly have important business. 

A reporter of the PuST- DISPATCH was warmly 
welcomed by Mr. Gillig to-day at bis rooms in 
the Southern and accorded some valuable in- 
formation. The reporter inquired: 

‘*‘What nre the prospects for the exodus to 
Europe this season?’’ 

** Better than ever beforein the history of this 
country, for l estimate the number of Ameri- 
exns who will visit the Continent this year 
at 60,000. These figures are scarcely in the 
nature of guess work, since I have collated 
them trom the steamship lines and agencies 
and branch offices of every important city in 
America. The travel is growing in number 
and character every year.’’ 

‘*‘Is Huropean travel still confined to the in- 
dependently wealthy?’’ 

‘‘By no means. You would be surprised at 
the large number of people in the mid- 
dle class who are preparing for 
at least one trip abroad. Rates, 
fares and general expenses have been reduced 
toa science, ghielly by means of the Ex- 
change, and one is now able to compute with- 
in a fraction the cost of a foreign trip.’’ 

‘‘What amount of money will meet the ex- 
penses of one person to England and return?’’ 

‘*‘Many young gentlemen go to London and 
return for $250, while 1 have met afew who 
returned by the National Line and 
kept their expenses within 200. 
It is, however, safe to estimate 
for first-class passage and return, $200, and #4 
to $5 a day expenses while on the continent.’’ 

‘‘Ig the American Exchange developing 
much fresh interest in foreign travel?’’ 

‘‘It is developing interest in everything 
American, not alonein the American people, 
but in their commerce, their trade, their coun- 
try and their government. In fact, the fra- 
ternal feeling now existing between thetwo 
countries bas never been s0 universal and 
peartfelt. The intermingling of Americans 
and English at the Exchange has brought 
about an understanding and a consequent ap- 
preciation that is of marvelous benefit to both 
parties. You have Englishmen arriving h fre 
daily, whereas within a few years past the ar- 
rivals scarcely averaged one a week. Thisis 
some evidence of the double tide of travel that 
has been started in both directions, and 
which cannot but prove mutually beneficial.’’ 

‘‘Are vou establishing many new branches 
of the Exchange?’’ 

‘‘Our latest ventureisthe establishment of 
an Exchange at Paris, with a capital of two 
and a half million francs, or $500,000, at No. 35 
Boulevard des Capucines, directly opposite 
the Grand Cafe and the Jockey Club; opposite 
the Rue Scribe, almost on the corner of an 
avenue leading into the Rue de la Pais; 
searcely three minutes’ walk from the 
Madeleine, and not even 50 far 
from the Grand Opera; within 
easy distance of the tramways of the boule. 
vards Malesherbes and Hausmann, and a 
stone’s throw trom the American consulate. 
We intend this exchange for the furtherance 
and development of financial, commercial and 
social relations between France and the Unit- 
ed States, just as we have developed a promis- 
ing condition of affairs between Great Britain 
and America. It was with a vast dealoft hesi 
tation that we consented to establish the 
exchange in Paris, because of the differences 
in language and the consequent obstacles 
in harmonizing the two countries, but we ex- 
pect great results now that we have tormulated 
a system of business nanagement and conduct 
equally understood.’’ : 

‘(When was the Exchange at London estab- 
lished ?’’ 

‘*‘In 1873, but since that period numer- 
ous changes have occurred, developing our 
institution into a national affair. Our 
banking business is one of our best features, 
for with the correspondents we now have 
throughout Europe our drafts are everywhere 
recognized and Cashed without cost. This 
item alone is worthy the traveler’s best appre- 
ciation, for the necessities of a universal 
money are always reached in our drafts. I 
must relate a little anecdote that happened 
recently in this connection. We have no 
branch office at Verona, Italy, and I wrote 
the small bank there to act 
as our correspondent. At the same time I en- 
closed one of our blank drafts to illustrate 
what was desired. Onthe corner of our draft 
is asteel engraving of George Washington, 
over which is the name Henry F. Gillig, man- 
ager. Well, the bank replied by saying that 
they were not acquainted with the American 
Exchange, and, infact, never heard of it, 
but they thought the picture of the 
manager, as portrayed on the draft, 
showed an honest tace, and on that 
picture alone they consented to act forus. 
That is one time that the father of his country 
did me a real service.’’ 

‘‘When do you return to London?’’ 

‘*‘Within afew weeks. I will sailin the Ser- 
via, the new Cunard steamer, of which I was 
a passenger on the first trip. That reminds 
me also tbaton thattripl met Mrs. J. L. D. 
Morrison and daughters, and Mr. Iglehardt, 
of your city.’’ 

Mr. Gillig spent the day at the branch office 
of the exchange on Olive street, made sev- 
eral calls late inthe afternoon and will leave 
for New York to-morrow morning. He isa 
native of Buff7lo, N. Y. Mr. Gillig has been 
termed by Otive Logan ‘‘the American 
abroad,’’ which truly represents his life and 


character.

A Card from Manager Spalding. 
ST. Louis, March 15, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your edition otf yesterday appears an item 
headed, ‘‘Suit against Spalding,’’ which in 
effect does me an injustice, simply from the 
factthatit does not disclose the facts in rela- 
tion to the matter asthey exist. 

Buck & Co. are commission merchants in 
New Orleans, with whom I had placed an or- 
der to buy cotton. On February -lith they 
wired me for additional margins and I re- 
plied to draw on me through the St. Louis Na. 
tional Bank for $2,000. This was on Saturday, 
andon the following Monday they wired me 
again for margins, andl replied forthem to 
draw on me as before, which I presume they 
did. Prior, however, to the arrival of the 
drafts'in St. Louis or their presentation to my 
bank, Buck & Co. fatlea and thraw my cotton 
on the market without any notification 
to me ofany kind or my refusal in 
any way to put up the required margins. 
I then instructed my bank not to pay the 
dratts, as there was no consideration for 
them, and I have no personal knowledge ot 
their ever being presented there for payment. 

Il subsequently received a communication 
from Buck & Co., announcing their failure and 
the sale of mny cotton, and requesting the pay- 
mentof the drufts. Tothislreplied, stating 
that if they would restore ny deal just as it 
would have been if they had not suspended, I 
would immediately pay the drafts and put up 
any additional margins required. To this let- 
ter they made vo reply for over two weeks, 
when a representative of the nrm ealled on 
me, and I aeain made the same proposition, 
which was declined for reasons only known to 
Buck & Co. Now, inasmuch as this failure and 
the sale of my cotton, for which their drafts 
were to apply as margins, wes no fault 
of mipe. Il submit that, in justice 
and equity, there is noconsideration for 
them winatever. I amrenady now and have 
always been ready to putup any margin re- 
quired upon the deal if they will restore it. 

It is to be regretted that Buck & Co. were 
unable to keep their part of the contract for 
want of funds, butthat is no reason why I 
should pay $4,000 for nothing.

Kring’s Wife Interviewed for the First 
Time—A Page from the Mur- 
derer’s Life. 


Charles F. Kring, the man whose name has 
almost become a household word in two States, 
whose love for Dora LBroemser and whose 
crimein cruelly killing her have given him no 
less notoriety than the persistent fight to save 
his life from the legal consequences, has alaw- 
ful wife now living in Dlinois. During all 
these many years of strife this silent sufferer 
has seldom been mentioned in public; 
short mention would be made of her at 
every trialand then she would be again for- 
gotten. It remained for a Post-DISPATCH rep- 
resentative to hunt herup and interview her 
on the tragedy, as well as the cause that led to 
it, and some interesting incidents of her un- 
fortunate husband were touched upon. A 
POST-DISPATCH representative, who had a 
slight acquaintance with Mrs. -Kring and who 
recently visited the father of the jail, mad® 
that visit an ‘‘open sesame’’ for an interview 
with his wife. 


is a small woman of slight 
build and ai finely chiseled fuce, 
delicate-looking, of fa\r complexion and light 
blue eyesthat seemto speak of patience and 
resignation. Her hair is chestnut color,anda al- 
though only 32 years of age, some silver threads 
can be plainly discerned that speak of prema- 
ture age and mental trouble. She is comfort. 
ably situated, living in herown house, atrame 
cottage, with an acre of yround used asa gar- 
denand poultry vard, which is all that re- 
mains of Kring’s fortune, with which the hus- 
band of his victim played such sad havoc. 
Although it is well known that Kring was 
often in need of funds to carry on his legal 
wartare, to his credit be it said that he never 
once tried to secure funds onthis property. 
Mrs. Kring’s parents, reside with her, and she 
is rarely seen outsice of her home, except on 
her daily walk to church, for she isa devout 
Catholic, her visits to the grave of her little 
boy, who died after Kring’s incarceration, and 
an occasional buggy ride with her mother. 
The place where she resides is a little village

0 anout filty houses, situated 
about forty miles east of St. 
Louis, and an equal distance between 


the Southeastern and Cairo Short Line Rail. 
roads, and is called Mud Creek. It lies almost 
isolated and is surrounded by woods, and in 
winter time gives full justice tothe name it 
bears, butin summertime is a very romantic 
Spot, and it is said that Kring, in looking;for a 
location to start a drug store about fifteen 
years ago, was attracted to the place bythe 
green trees, singing birds and quiet solitude ot 
surroundings. The inhabitants are all 
North Germans and honest people 
and they feela quasi pride in their Village 
Nearly in the center of the village stands 
the large brick house where Kring started out 
in life behind his bottles, pilis and unguents, 
an innocent, good hearted fellow, always 
ready to entertain his friends with the best in 
hishiouse. Nearby standsthe church atthe 
altar Ot which he swore to love, cherish and 
PROTECT HIS MARGARET, 
the woman he chose for his wite. Further 
away steunds a long frame building built and 
used by Kring as adrug storein tater years, 
while enjoying his passionate love for a 
strange, dark-eyed woman, and whose love 
was sotatalto both. At the further end of the 
littio village stands ua little trame cottage 
where Dora lived, and even after these many, 
years people will not tire, but are always 
ready to talk and tel] of how kring wouid pass 
dally from his store to her house and how 
when be didn’t wish to be seen going there 
twice in a day, his tall form § eould 
be distinguished moving through the 
woods in a circenitous route to the 
dwelling place of his charmer, and how almost 
daily Dora’s children could be seen carrying 
messiges from their mother to Kring. 

While standing at this cotiage, the seene of 
many love passages between Kring and his 
victim, the eye in traveling around rests upon 
the little villaye church-yard, in which is no. 
ticeable a little mound, and traces of a 
mother’s love and care can be seen on the lit 
tie grave,at the head of whichisa small, plain 
stone and cross bearing the inscription: 

**FREDDY KRING,’’ 
The little grave encloses ull that remains of 
the littie son and last child of Charies and 
Margaret Kring, and who died shortly after 
the sad tragedy took place, when too young to 
comprehend the dishonor of his father and his 
mother’s sorrow, and yet so deeply en- 
shroudedin the affections of his father that 
when that individual prepared to blow out his 
brains and seek death with the woman he 
Joved, his last thought was of this little fellow 
for he left a note to lis wife sayizg, ‘* Kiss my 
ee oy me,’’ 

hen the Post DISPATCH representativ 

entered the domicile of Mrs. ope st Py 
ing exchangea creetings, he mentioned his 
Visit to the St. Louis Four Courts. 

‘**You have seen Chariey? Is he well? Has 
he asked about me?’’ were the successive 
queries of Mrs. Kring, without waiting for an 
answer. 

She wasinformed that Kring was just start- 
ing out with a fresh Icase of life, was looking 
fine, and had not only spoken of her very ten- 
deriy, but had instructed his visitor to carry 
his kindest wishes and crevards to her. 

Her eyes lit up for a moment as she thanked 
her visitor, but immediately afterwards they 
wandered to the floor.a melancholy ghadow 
Overcast her countenance and she remained 
silent for some time.

One day Charley’s brother came 
to visit him, but my husband could not be 
found in the store and I

‘*Well,’’ said Mrs, Kring, ‘‘I was bornin 
this little village, not a stone’stbrow from this 
house, but I was raised in St. Louis. In the 
Summer of ’69 1 was over tere on a 
visit to my cousins, who lived in the 
big brick house where Chariev kept his drug 
store. He used to take a lot of us girls out rid- 
ing in aspring wagon, and we soon became 
very well acquainted, although he paid no 
Special attention tome. After my visit had 
ended I returned home to St. Louis, and one 
Gay I accidentally met Charley on Fourth 
street, and, joining me, he accompanied me 
home, but, refusing my invitation tocome in 
and be introduced to my parents, he left me 
atthe door. Tne next day I was surprised to 
receive a letter from him asking me 
to marry him and “stating that he 
would return to Mud Creek that day and await 
my answer. I informed my mother of his pro- 
posal and she asked me if I wished to marry 
him. I said ‘‘yes’’ and she notified Charley, 
who, several days later called at my home 
with a carriage, and, bringing me over here,

across the way.’’ 

‘‘Did you find him very quarrelsome and 
did he ever illtreat you after your marriage?’’ 

‘Oh no, although I think I read in 
some ot the papers that such was the 
case; but it is alee. I do not believe 
that Charley and I fitted exactly together, and 
I think that he knew too much and I too little. 
I was very often moody and melancholy, but 
he never quarreled with me. Mle was very pe 
culiar, however, and always wanted me to sit 
and talk to him, and be never cared whether 
dinner was ready or not if I would only enter- 
tain him when at home. He was very change- 
able, and sometimes would: 

SMOTHER ME WITH EMBRACES 

and be almost violent in his demonstrations of 
love, and, then again, if I was not ready to 
receive him when he came home, he wouid 
give me alook that would-pierce my beart, 
and, turningon his heel, would go right out 
again, and perhaps not come until the next 
day, sleeping in his store, unless] went after 
him and brought him home. In the evening 
he would sit and read books to me that I could 
not understand and did not care to hear read, 
andiflhappenedto drop asleep he would 
dash the book against any objectin the room 
and run out. That was his usual manner of 
venting his ill humor, but he would never 
curse or quarrel with me.’’ 

‘*Did not the fact that yon were a Catholic 
create any religious dissensions between 
you?’ 

‘‘Once ina while, just as he was in the 
humor. Idid not attempt toconvert him, 4s 
it would have been useless, because our priest 
could not convert kim. Charley bad been 
boarding with the priest a year before we got 
married, and they were onthe best of terms 
and visited each other every day when we 
were first living here. Whenever the priest 
would talk about religion Charley would 
laugh, get off some poetry about it or make 
some joke and stop the subject. He did the 
same with the Protestant minister of the next 
Village, with whom he was also well ac 
quainted, and in talking to me often said that 
he believed § in God and 4 future 
existence, but not the way we did.’’ 

‘‘Ilow long did vou reside here, Mrs. hring, 
and how came you to be connected with the 
broemser family ?’’ 

‘*after our marriage we lived here until the 
summer of ’71, when we movedto St. Louis. 
During ‘70 our little girl was born, our littie 
Emma, and Charley’s whole heart was bound 
upinher; he would carry her around the 
whole day, and the babe could hardly move at 
night without bis waking up and fearing she 
was sick. In the summer of "42, 
wiile living in St. Louis, our 
little Emma died and I thought my husband's 
heart was buried with her. Oa, he* became so 
terribly coid towardsme and thought I did 
not feel sorrow enough, God oniv knows I] 
wept with grief until lcould weep no more. 
Charley acted like a wild man, and one nighiit 
he rolled on the ground and groaned through 
the entire night. AfterIimma was buried, he 
would walk to the cemetery, out on the 
Gravois road, in the broiling sun, without eat- 
ing or drinking anything, and would return 
home with c'umps of earth in his pocket taken 
from her grave. His business went to ruin, 


quarreled with his father and with my peopie, 
and just at thattime Broemser sent tor him 
and I can very easily imagine how that wolan 
and he became so intimate. 

MY SYMPATHY WAS NOT ENOUGH FOR HIM 


and she understood how to pet him and con- 
sole with him onthe lossof Emma. I don’t 
think either of them bad any bad Intentions at 
the start, but she was better schooled than I 
am, and, both of them being of a high-tem- 
pered and restless disposition, they gradually 
became infatuated with each other. 
After Broemser’s store burned up he wanted 
my husbandto go in partnership with him, 
but I advised Charley not to do so, and he 
wanted to follow my advice, but that miiser- 
able Broemser waited around until 12 o’clock 
at night persuading Chariey to go into part- 
nership, and finally he succeeded. We then 


mer of '73, and Charley’s father furnished hin 
with the money to start with Broemser. The 
firm were doing a large business in 
partof the trade in the adjoining counties 
while Chariey stayed at homeand tendedto 
the store. Charley’s father would always 
curse and quarrel with him, but was always 
ready to furnish him with moaey when he 
should have given him good advice.’’ 

‘*Hlow about the intimacy between vour hus- 
band and Mrs, Broemser?’’ 

‘*Oh, 1 do not care to say anything about 
that pemod, as I suffered terribiy because of 
it, although my husband always assured me 
that there was nothing wrong; but when 
they confessed I went away 
(harley and returned to my “parents 
That woman had an influence over him that 
is almost unbelievable, her tnfluence extend- 
ing so far asto dictate to him how he should 
dress. He didjnotcare much about clothes, 
but allatonce he commenced to wear black 
cloth clothes and a silk hat—al!l because 
rHAT WOMAN TOLD HIM SHE LIKED TO SEE HIM 
dress in that manner, and whenever Chariey 
to-night any dress patterns for me he always 
bougnt a similar one for that woman.’’ 

‘*Would you consent to live with bim again 
in case he was free?’’ 

‘‘Tf he wants me and has learnt to do differ. 
ent I would consider it my duty to go and live 
with him.’’ 

‘*You have visited him in jail?’’ 

‘‘Yes, while Mr.Schulter was jailerl visited 
him several days, during which time I stopped 
with the jailer’s wife; but when the next 
jailer came in office Charley wrote me, for cer- 
tain reasons, notto visit him any more. We 
corresponded for a little while, but that soon 
ceased, and

farmers living in the vi- 
cinity visited bim a short time 
back and brought me fl message 
from him, in which he stated that his father, 
mother and sisters visited him dailv and that 
the present jailer was very kind to him, which 
of course, I was giad to hear.’’ 

‘*What do you think of the prospects?" 

‘*‘He will bea free man yet,’’ responded 
Mrs. Kring in a determined tone of voice 

‘*What makes you so confident,Mrs. Kring?’’ 

‘*‘Because when I visited him he toid me that 
—no matter how long it took—he 
would be rey tree man; because he 
often wrote me so; becanse he sent me word 
last summer and again last month that the 
hour was near at hand when he would again 
enjoy his liberty. Charley can accomplish 
anything he wishes, and in his expectations he 
has never been deceived. I tell you he has 
often foretold in the past certain things to his 
disadvantage, yet never took any steps to 
avert thei, saying that It would be useless, as 
it was destined so. You know 


HE IS WHAT YOU CALLA FATALIST, 
so I know be will be right in his pre. 
dition of securing his liberty. And now if 
you please I would be glad it you would excuse 
me, as I must milk mv cows, feed my chickens 
and prepare supper ’’ 

The Post-DISPATCH representative then 
took leave of the woman who has been so 
deeply wronged, yet is resigned to God's will, 
as she expresses it, and who cherishesa fideli- 
ty fora nusband for over eight years thatis 
most remarkable. It might be added that she 
is respected and loved by all who know her, 
and some people look upon her as a mar- 
tyr, and ail the residents of the 
little village have an affectionate word to 
say of Margaret Kring, and deeply deplore the 
melancholy tragedy that has cast a shadow 
over her yet young life. 

Before leaving the little village, the Post. 
DISPATCH representative was introduced toa 
lady who resided in Nashville, Ililinois, at the 
time the Broemsers and khring went tolive 
there. This was shortly after hring’s wife had 
returned to her parents. 

Said thislady: ‘*Il knew Dora Broemser and 
Charies Kring well, and their infatuation for 
each other was readily recognized by allthe 
people of Nashville, and some of the people 
talked of driving them out of town. But thei 
conductin public was s0 exemplary, yet so 
devoted to each other without ostentation, 
that most of the people could not help smuing 
whenever they appearedin public. They would 
often take walks to the Masonic Cemetery and 
there sitfor whole Sunday afternoons under 
the shade trees conversing. i remember

The assistance of the very best 
literary talent in St. Louis will be invoked in 
the production of the work, and the services 
of specialists will be employed in many de- 
partments, and, indeed, whenever it may be 
necessary. Nooneis better fitted than Mr. 
Schart, both by his indefatigable industry and 
previous experience, to write the history in 
question and to make it interesting.

Itis an old saying thatin the 
midst of arins laws are silent While Il am not 
willing to admit that even in the midst of civil 
warthe constitution is silent, [Applause], 
it must be confessed that when flagrant war 
wages many ofits provisions forthe protection 
of individual] liberty lie dormant. but when 
peace returns, a liderty-loving people will see 
to it that thev are revivedin all their vigor, 
[Applause.] Hasthis been done in our case,

Vust amounts of money are collected 
and squandered upon local improvements, 
in the erection of public buiidings and other- 
wise; places of holding Courts are increased, 
and judges and other o@iciais are multiplied. 
The present Congress bids fair trom present 
indications to be the most extravagant ever 
assembled. Already bills are introduced to 
appropriate annually some sixty millions for 
educational purposes—a larger sum than 
was expended by the Federal Government for 
ail purposes twenty-five years ago. 

Hethen referred to the enormous amount 
proposed for other schemes, apd went on: 

‘*Weseethe Executive using the army to 
perform poilce duty in States. ‘This will 
soon lead to its increase, and it cannot 
be long under such a_ system before 
the liberty of the American citizen, like that 
ofthe citizen in most countries of the Old 
World will be at’ the mercy ot a hireling sol- 
diery. We see Federal courts overruling state 
tribunals and dragging citizens of the same 
State from their homesto litigate questions 
hetween themselves into the Federal courts, 
provided a citizen of some other gState has 
the slightest interest in the controversy. 
These ure A few assumptions _ of 
power by the Federal Goverament 
on its march to imperialism. [Appiause.|] 
But this is not all. Laws are passed by Con- 
gress confessedly for the benefit of one class 
of peovle, and that not the most numerous, at 
the expense of the many. Thisis done under 
the pretense of protecting American indus- 
trv.’’ : 

After a brief reference tothe protective ten- 
dencies of the times, and the unlimited crea 
tion of monopolies, he concluded as follow~; 

‘*‘What is to be be done in view of the alarm 
ing tendency to centralization, and the en- 
croachment upon indiviaual liberty to which 
I have alluded? Sball we despair of the Repub- 
lice? Bynomeans. The power of the Federal 
Government, through its control of the money 
power, its collection and disbursement annual- 
lv of three or four hundred millions of doliars 
and its vast patronage, Is very yreat,and in the 
handsof an unscrupuluus party, which had 
the support of over one-third 
of the people would perhaps 
be irresistible, except by revolution. 

tut not one-third nor one-tenth of thelpecple 
of this country when aroused to assert their 
rights willbe content to surrender them to 
the control of acentrai despotism controlled 
by the money power. The people believe in 
their capacity for self government, in their 
ability to provide for education, the cultiva 

tion of the soil, their domestic peace and 
local affairs without the supervision of a great 
central power which imposes burdens for its 
own aggrandizement and by unjust and un. 
equal laws compels the many to 
pay tribute to the few. We have 
only to sound the clarion—let the cry go 
forth that local self-government is in 
danger and the vast monied monopolies are 
exacting unjusttribute {Applause and cries 
of**Good’’ |jthat corporations created for pure- 
ly private purposesg are destroy- 
ing individual liperty and, like, 
fire bell at night, it will awaken the people to 
their danger, will arousethem to a vindica- 


tion of their rights and to the re establishment 


of our political structure on the 
foundation where our fathers placed 
it, securing to the _ citizen individual 
liberty, tothe State its own management of 
its domestic affairs and tethe nation all the 


powers necessary to preserve the Union and 


protect us asa people from foreign aggres- 
sion.’’ [{Applause. |

THE MORMON VIEW. 
What Elder Morgan Thinks of the Anti- 
Polygamy Bill. 


Elder John Morgan, Salt Cake City, Utah, 
President of the Southern Board of Missions, 
is atthe St. James, en route to the South. 
This afteraoon he received a reporter of the 
POST-DISPATCH, and immediately said: 

‘‘I am obliged to your newspaper for the 
leader of yesterday on the anti- 


polygamy bill. It was an eminently just and 
fair presentation of the case, and all weask is 
justice and fairness.’ ’ 

‘What do the Mormons think of that bill?’’ 

**Agitation always helps us, but this attempt 
to legislate us out of the country will not win. 
When the bill was first introduced, we pre- 
pared and furwarded to Washington a peti- 
tion, signed by 53,000 Mormons and 
Gentiles residing in ~ the Territory, 
asking Congress to send out acommission 
of honorable men and women to investigate 
the facts of which Congress. and the people 
are ignorant. They would have found a 
sterile desert reduced to a paradise; they 
would have seen our school-houses, our 
churches, our manufactories, our telegraphs, 
telephones and electric lights. They would 
not have seena drunken mun, nor asaloon, 
nor a bawd, nora beggar, within our limits. 
But no! the hungry horde of politicians and 
ollice-seekers want that country for their own 
purposes, and they seem determined to have 
it, even in violation of the recognized rights of 
men. We have fought this prejudice biblically 
tor forty vears, and now they come at us with 
the Constitution. This warfare only makes us 
stronger and more Zeaious in our faith.’’ 

‘*But what causes these publications about 
the terrible brutality exercised toward Mor- 
mon women?’’ . 

**They are emanations from very unreliable 
people. Ann Eliza, for instance, tells wonder- 
fl stories about her hair-breadth escape from 
Mormondom, whenthe fact is I was a pas- 
senger on the same train that carried her from 
Salt Lake, and she left with the same freedom 
that you could exercise to-night in starting to 
Chicago or New York. All tnese things are 
falsehoods avuinst our people.’’ 

**And polygainy is not abhorred by Mormon 
women?’’ 

‘*Piural marriage isa part of our religion, 
and the women are vastly more devoted than 
the men. The statistics of our courts as 
shown by the recently published statement of 
our Secretary of State show that the percent- 
uge Of divorce among the Mormons is 2‘ per 
cent,while among the Monogamous it was 24/4 
percent, with the privileges equal. Besides,our 
women may at all times leave the country 
treely. Why, when the Union Pacific road 
reached Sait Lake, one of the railway mana- 
xzers published a card stating that ali Mormon 
women who desired to leave Utah would be 
furnished tree transportation to the States, 
and would be afforded every necessary pro 
tection by the commandant of the post, Camp 
Douglass. Our Bishop then printed a card, 
ndluing thatif any woman desired to respond 
to the railroad card, the church would cheer- 
fully furnish her with clothing, if needed. 
Three months passed away without an appli- 
cation, when two women came for- 

‘ard and were duly sent away. 
It afterwards transpired that they 
were fast women from California who had 
been dropped at Salt Lake by stock dealers, 
and who, finding that our laws would not per- 
mit them to remain, desired, of course, to get 
into civilized society.’’ 

Elder Morgan will leave the city to-morrow 
morning. Ile was engaged to-day in confer- 
ring with the local elders.

*+] remember the circumstances with great 
vividness, although it was 20 years ago, when 
I was a mere boy. I wasinastrange house. 
Jarose from my bed, walked the length of a 

corridor and successfully evaded the 
stairs. I fumbled around the latch of a room 
occupied by a gentleman boarding at the 
house, causing him to shout, but not to deter 
me. I entered his room and carried on an 
animated conversation with bim before I 
came to my senses. It was fortunate that he 
recognized me in the mooulight. as he would 
otherwise, probabiy, have rewarded my per- 
sistency With ashotor twofrom a revolver 
which lay on a cbair by his bedside. He told 
me, after I awoke, that 1 said I was trying to 
find my folks and knew thev were in there 
somewhere. The sensations I experienced 
Were novel, I assure you, and far from 
agreeable. It was with a feeling of relief 
that I returned to my blankets after I had 
gained consciousness. Consciousness came 
to me suddenly, andl felt so crestfallen at 
my discovery of my actions that 1 didn’t 
stay to make many inquiries. 

**These phenomena did not happen very 
frequently. It was fully a vear after this 
happened that I next displayed my somnam- 
bulistic tendency. My father caught me by 
the hair one night, and I suddenlv realized 
the discomforts of somnambulism. I had 
wandered down stairs, simply put on my hat 
and overcoat over my chamber regalia (it be- 
ing the winter season), had placed my books 
under my arm, and was going over the thresh- 
old of the front door, when he reached and 
restrained me. It was not until I returned 
to my normal state that I feit cold, although 
I was in my bare feet. At the instant of re- 
turning consciousness, however, the sensa- 
tions were severe, and it is a wonder that ill- 
ness did not result. 

“Another time my folks were aroused in 


. the night by a racket down in the sitting- 


room. The sound was as if a sawmill had 
been staried somewhere inthe vicinity. They 
thought of me, though, the first thing, and 
down stairs they rushed. They didn’t arrive 
any too soon. Itisa bard story to believe, 
but I had acttialiy found my way tothe wood- 
shed, got asaw,and was busily engsged in 
sawing the jegs from the sitting-room furni- 
ture. lruined one chair—I was perspiring 
over the last 'eg when I bounded into con- 
sciousness. Ithink we would have had a 
better supply of kindling wood than veneered 
chairs if [ had been allowed to operate. Upon 
awaking I retained a well-defined impression 
of the motives which had seemingly actuated 
me. I seemed to be impressed with the idea 
that amputation was necessary to save the 
chairs from a general tipping over, crash and 
smash. In my nightmare the furniture had 
assumed abnormal proportions. It seemed 
to be on stilts and to be susceptible of tumb- 
ling over atthe ieastjar. So weird are the 
somnambulist’s fancies. Iwas but following 
an impulse which urged me to save the estab- 
lishment from disaster—disso!ution—chaos— 
by this heroic treatment. 

“As TI have grown older my cxperiences of 


wud have been far Jess frequent. But within 
#r six years I have mace two or three 


monstrations and have succeeded in 
arming the household. One fall, duringa 
litical campaign, | was di-covered about! 
. m. standing in undress in the middle of 
floor, wildly gesticulating and making a 
very weil-connected political speech. I talked 
for two or three minutes ina rambling way, 
and my folks put astop toit. But now 1 am 
going to tell you of one of the most ludi- 
crous and dramatic of these iniduight per- 
formances. 1 will give youthe details as I 
distinctly remember them, and will describe 
the scenes depicted by my imagination, as if 
they were reai. 

“T saw the ficure of a man standing by my 
bedside. Liis face and form looked so real 
and so plainivy dednedin the moonlight that, 
if I were an artist, I could reproduce kim on 
paper now. I remained motionless for a few 
moments and watched him. He said nothing. 
I sprang up and exclaimed: ‘What do you 
want here? Get out of this!’ The figure 
seemed to dissolve, but I sawa_ shadow flit 
across the threshold of the door leading from 
my room to another room. I lighted a match 
and stealthily followed. The man was seen 
Standing in a threatening posture in one 
corner ofthe room. isaid: ‘What does this 
mean?’ Hemadeno reply. I grasped what 
seemed to be aclub, and struck at him. A 
noise as if a wild steer had entered a tin-shop 
caused me to rub mv eyes and pinch myself, 
My consciousness had returned. I had 
brought the coai-hod down on the sitting- 
room stove with a great thwack, and was 
more bewildered than at any time before or 
since. My wife says she heard me fumbling 
and muttering. She shouted to me two or 
three times, but the only replv I vouchsafed 
Was a dramatic ‘Sh! Be stili! L’il fix him.’ 
After awaking, 1 remembered everything but 
this dialogue, and was not aware that I had 
spoken to my wife.” 

**Have you alwavs been awakened in the 
midst of these operations?” 

**Not always. I am sometimes led to think 
that there were occasions when I waikin my 
sleep and am not aware of it. Household ar- 
ticles have been found displaced aud domes- 
sic myeteries, accountable in no other way) 
but by sleep-waiking, bave been discovered ip 
the morning.

*““Wiil you describe the various sensations 
which are experienced bythe somnambulist ?” 

‘The primary feeling is one of pressure 
constraint,and very disagreeable.[t is a sensa- 
tion which nearly every person has experi- 
enved indreams. You seem impelled by an 
irresistible motiveto perform certain acts, 
while vour impu’ses are simultaneously 
wrestied with by mysterious powers which 
weigh you down and against which you have 
to struggie. It is a very disagreeable contest 
of two diverging elements of the imagination. 
It has a Wearying effect on the brain, inso- 
much that afterone of my somnambutistic 
performances I have experienced a decided 
mental exhaustion, This sensation, described 
as Well as lam able, continues prominent til! 
the return of consciousness in most cases, 
While in others it is so slight that one is bard- 
ly cognizant of having experienced any un. 
Usual feeling when be awakes. How I am 
able to tind my way about, open doors, turn 
corners, dodge stairs and evade various ob- 
stacles Woden in this condition is inexplicable 
to myself, for lam sure that J see nothing as 
Ieee it when awake; the only things tbat 

seem to see are the distorted and 
fictitious shapes formea by my imavination. 
That is, things on which my mind 1s fixed, 
the chairs which I sawed, for instance, I seem 
to see in & transparent and unreal form: 
while other articles, furniture, eve., have no 
piace ip my Vielon, and are as if they bad no 
existeace in the house.

GEN. SKOBELEFF. 


Some Account of the Young Soldier Who 
Has Set all Murope by the Ears. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


Gen. Skobeleff supplies a striking illustra- 
tion of the doctrine of heredity. He isa sol- 
dier born of soldiers. Not only is his father 
a general of distinguished ability, but his 
grandfather rose by sheer force of fighting 
capacity from the ranks to first rank as a gen- 
eralinthe Caucasus. From his youth up- 
ward Michael Dimitrievitcb has been a man 
of war. Whenonly eighteen he took so en- 
ergetic a part insome disturbanees at the 
University that his attendance at that seat of 
learning was summarily dispensed witb, but 
not before he bad acquired a mastery of sev- 
eral languages and an omnivorous appetite 
for reading. There are few better-read 
men in Europe than tbe General 
who made himself the idol of the 
Russian army before he was three-and-thirty. 
Wherever he went he carried his, books with 
him, and read, for instance, the account of 
the massacre of Cabul in 1842 when sitting in 
his garden at Bokhbara, not knowing but that 
the next day be might have to share the fate 
of Ephinstone. How he has found time to 
read amid the exciting life he has led isa 
mystery which Lieutenant Greene does not 
profess to solve. After his dismissal from 
the University he was sent with a regiment 
of the guards to assist In suppressing Polish 
insurrection... That was in 1863, when he was 
eighteen. Skobeleff returned with his regi- 
ment to St. Petersburg, but soon sickened of 
the sybaritism which is in vogue with guards- 
men elsewhere thanin London. He could 
not stand the idle life of the ‘‘fine gentlemen 
of the Guard,” and he left their society for 
the Staff College about the time the Prussians 
were winning the battle of Sadowa. After two 
years’ diligent study he was sent off with a 
captain’s commission to the Caucasus—where 
his grandfather had gained his laurels— 
the year before the Franco-Prussian War 
broke out. 


EARLY EXPLOITS. 

He was then a youngster of four-and- 
twenty. The tirst two or three years were 
passed in guerrilla warin the mountains— 
a service useful but uneventful. In 1873, 
whenhis upward career may properly be 
said to begin, he was transferred to Turke- 
stan, and took partin the famous expedition 
to Khiva as jieutenant colonel of a Cossack 
regiment. He displayvea such daring and 
enterprise that when Khiva was captured he 
was dispatched with a couple of nomads to 
explore the desert region through which the 
Krasnovodsk column was to have advanced 
on the robber Khanate of the steppes, but 
from which it had reeoiled in dismay, after 
half its members had died of want of water. 
Skobeleff, baving discharged his difficult mis- 
sion with brilliant success, was decorated, 
promoted to a coloneley, and attached to 
General Kaufmann’s staff. In 1875 he gained 
his major-generalship, in the first expedition 
against Khokand, and in 1876 he conquered 
that province atthe head of four thousand 
inen, and was made Governor of the tract of 
thirtv thousand square miles which he had 
/ added to the Russian Empire. As soon as the 
natives were defeated he waged such vigorous 
war on peculsting contractors that they 
accused him of defalcations, and got him re- 
ported tothe Emperor as being a million 
roubles short in his accounts. Skobeleff 
posted up tothe capital, demanded an in- 
quiry, displayed his vouchers, and, after an 
exhaustive investigation, received a certificate 
that his accounts were allin order in every 
particular. No-sooner had this been settled 
than the Russo-Turkish wer broke out, and 
Skobeleff marched off to Bulgaria without a 
command. 

THE BULGARIAN CAMPAIGN. 

The story of his exovloits inthe Bulgarian 
camoaicn includes ail that Was most exciting 
in the war which brought the Russian army 
within sight of the minarets of Stamboul. 
From the day when, *‘to show the stuff he 
was made of,” he swam his horse across the 
Danuhe while General Dragomiroff was forc- 
ing the passage at Simnitza, to the time when 


—_ 


marching into Constantinople as soon as the 
british fleet entered the Sea of Marmora, he 
was the most prominent actorin the drama. 
He became the legendary hero of the cam- 
paign, and in the minds of the common people 
he almost monopolized its glories. He was 
alwavs in the forefrout of the hottest battle: 
four horses were shot under him in ten days, 
but he was only wounded once, 
and after being in constant ex- 
pectation of death for months he re- 
turned home safe and sound. His white uni- 
form was to his soldiers as the white plume 
of lienri Quatre at the battle of Ivry. “] 
have heard the soldiers speak of him,” says 
Lieutenant Greene, ‘tas a general under 
whom thev would rather fight and die. than 
fizht and live under another.’’ They had of- 
ten to die—sometimes 5V per cent of his com- 
mand perished, but he spared no exertion to 
_ministerto their Wants and to supply their 
needs. His division wasthe best fed and 
best clothed and best armed inthearmy. He 
was 2lways With them in the most exposed 
positions in the fight, sleeping with them in 
the trenches and looking after all their neces- 
sities in the camp. ‘In short,’’ says Lieuten- 
ant Greene, *“*he succeeded so thoroughly in 
makinz himself one with his division that bis 
men responded to his thoughts as readily as 
the muscles obey the will. I doubt if a more 
thoroughly ideal relation between a general 
and his men has existed since the days of 
Cromwell.’”? 


PERSONAL POWER. 

His custom of wearing white, as if to court 
the bullets of his enemies, his reckless per- 
sonal bravery and the strange custom of his 
of always “going into battle in his cleanest 
uniform and fresh underclothing covered 
with perfume, and wearing a diamond hilted 
sword,in orderthat,as he said, he might 
die with his best e othes on,’’ gained him the 


reputation of a wild dare-devil, which some- 
what obscured his real capacity as a general. 
In reality they only showed bow thoroughly 
he had dcdivined that secret of power which 
lies in fascinating the imagination as well as 
of appealing to the reason of men. When he 
was sent to take Geok Tepe and subdue the 
Tekkes many shook their heads and predicted 
that his impetuosity would be 
his ruin. So far from that be- 
ing the case he displayed the utmost caution, 
acted with the greatest deliberation; refused 
to move from July to December, until he had 
made all his preparations: and after he bad 
carried on camels to the trenches no fewer 
than 1,075,000 rounds of amunition, to say 
nothing of several thousands of heavv shot 
anil shell, he laid siege to Geok Tepe and 
captured that hitherto impregnable strong- 
hold. Hebad 10,000 troops against 40,00) 
Asiatics, and he achieved the conqnest ofthe 
Akhal Tekke country with a loss of 937 men. 
Only once in that campaign did Skobeleff dis- 
play his recklessness. After the fortress had 
fallen be was riding throughthecountry with 
his escort when he met several Tekkes. He 
asked who they were. Thev ° answered: 
‘“Kriendly Tekkes.” **How can I believe vour 
word?’’ he asked again. ‘*Tekkes never lie,” 
was their contident response. ‘*Well,” re- 
plied Skobeleff, “if thnt is the case I will send 
my escort home and will return accompanied 
by you.” He was as good as his word and 
his trust in the word of the nomads was not 
mispiaced. 
A RUSSIAN OF RUSSIANS. 

Gen. Skobeieff is a Russian of the Russians. 
His life has hitherto had only one serious 
cloud, due to an alliance with one who was as 
cosmopOlitan as he was Muscovite, and it no 
longer exists. As his recent speech shews, 
be is singularly undiplomatic, effusive and 
enthusiastic. Five years ago he used to hor- 
rify English cofrespondents in Bulgaria by 
discussing plans for the invasion of India, 
and he fully shares the national resentment 
against the interference of the Congress of 
Kerlin. He has a vreat career before bim, 
but if M. Aksakoff was to ask bim to sacri- 
fice his life as a volunteer in the ranks of 
the insurgents of the Herzegovina he would 

o to death without hesitation to advance the 
interests of the cause. Itis not often that 
such enthusiasm is linked toa ‘‘stupendous 
military genius’? which leads Lieutenant 
Greene to declare that should Skobeleff live 
twenty vears more “he will be commander- 
in-chief in the next war about the Eastern 
Question, and history will then speak of him 
as oneof five t soldiers of the century, 
side by side with N eon, 
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ington, 
Grant .and Mokke.’ hat may be; but at

of his country if he were to endeavor to emu- 
late the taciturnity of Grant or the prudent 
reserve of Moltke.

Our Minister to China.

The nomination of John Russell Young as 
Minister to China was deftly put in the same 
day with Blatechford’s name.

John R. Young has been a success on the 
newspaper press from the moment of his en- 
trance into it, Without any special advantages 
or education, about the year 1859. He hadthe 
rapid perception, power of appropriating 
knowledge, of adopting the styles of other 
writers,and of extracting information from ac- 
quaintances and public men, which make the 
three leading points of newspaper success. 
His skin was thin, his nature sensitive. He 
was a king of precocious child, reading or 
talking with older minds, and nature molded 
him for some such work as the press. ln an- 
other age he might have been a clergyman or 
a school-teacher. His mistakesin life are 
largely developed from his rapid promotion, 
though he has had his misfortunes also; but 
with flexible address and quick alternative 
has passed on to something else, and again 
recovered his ground. 

Never possessed of capital, he has attached 
himself in succession to editors of command, 
beginning with John W. Forney and Sidney 
Howard Gravy,and then passing on to Greeley, 
and finally young Bennett. Hard work and 
an apparent docility have recommended him 
to all these. He has never written like a man 
with a mission, but has taken the conditions 
around him to be good enough, and 
vometimes has advocated the most repre- 
hensible leaders of those conditions, from an 
idea that it is beneath a worldly man to 
despise passing success. Yet this view of life 
ought to make bim successfulin the diplo- 
matic tield. I omitted to meniion Gen. Grant 
asone of Mr. Young’s patrons. It was 
throuch the Cameron family and Gen. Ben 
Butler, | think, that Mr. Young was recom- 
mended to Grant; and being in London atthe 
time. Grant resolved to go around the world, 
and Youog’s modesty aad general information 
struck him as making up the components of a 
good traveling companion. Bennet saw 
Grant was not played out as a news 
theme. He allowed Young to 
continue around the world at an expense of 
about $1,000 a month. Grant, however, care- 
fully separated the Herald and Mr. Young 
from each other, and when it was .attempted 
after his return to America to send another 
correspondent with him, and perbaps to dis- 
parage him, Grant selected his scribe from 
the other side of the continent. Mr. Young’s 
appointment is very creditable to him, as he 
was the son of a poor man, and when he first 
entered the press took a place as copv-holder 
for the proof-reader. Many persons have 
disliked him because he was ambitious, and 
continued onin his suceessful path. I have 
no doubt he will make as good a minister as a 
any of the politicians.

Camping Out in Russia. 
From a Lecture by George News. 

A pleasant feature of winter travel in Si- 
beria is camping out at night. All day long 
you suffer ‘from cold, hunger and fatigue, or 
lose your way in blinding snow, but the an- 
ticipation of the bright evening camp-fire 
sustains your flagging spirits and enables you 
to hold out fntil night. We usually camped 
out as soon as we could find wood fora tire, 
after it grew dark. Three sledges were drawn 
up together, so as to make a little inclosure 
about ten feet square. The snow was all 
shoveled out of the interior and banked up 
around the sides, like a snow fort, and a fire 
built atthe open end. This little snow-cellar 
was then strewn to a depth of three or four 
inches with twigs of trailing pipe; shageyv 
bear skins were spread down to make a soft, 
warm carpet, and our fur sleeping-bags and 
swan’s-down pillows were arranged for the 
night, In the middle stood a low table, im- 
provised out of a candle box, on which our 
native driver soon placed two cups of steam- 
ing tea, a few pieces of frozen rye bread and 
some dried fish. Then stretching ourselves 
out in luxurious stvie upon our bear-skin car- 
pet, with our feettothe fire and our backs 
against pillows, we smoked, drank tea, and 
tuld stories in perfect comfort. Af- 
ter supper the natives piled dry branches of 
trailing pine upon the fire until it sent up a 
column of flame ten feetin height, and then, 
squatting in their favorite positions, around 
the blaze, they sang for hours the wild, mel- 
ancholy songs of Kamchadals and told never- 
ending stories of hardships and adventure on 
the coast of the Icv Sea. At last the great 
consteilation of Orion marked bedtime. Our 
stockings were taken off and dried by the fire. 
toe dogs were fed their daily allowance of one 
dried tish each, and, pulling on our heaviest 
fur coats, we crawled, feet first, into our wolf- 
skin bags, pulled them up over our heads and 
slept.

A Rare Old Coin. 
New York Special to Chicago Tribune. 
A rare collection of gold and silver coins 
and some other valuable curios from the col- 
lection of John W. Scott were sold at auc- 
tion in Clinton Hall this afternoon. The 
most valuable cota in the collection, and the 
one over which there was the most spirited 
competition, was asilver half-dollar of the 
Confederate States, issued in 1861. This co 
is the only one known to be in existence

leans. The coinis in size like the United 
States half-doilar, and like them has on the 
reverse side a figure of Liberty, thirteen 
stars, and the date from a circle about the 
figure. The obverse side has a shield with 
seven stars in its foid, and above it a liberty 
caps A wreath of sugar-cane and cotton- 
branches partialHy surrounds the shield. The 
wording is: ‘Confederate States of America, 
Half Dol.’? One of these coins was in pos- 
session of Jefferson Davis at the time of his 
capture, and was taken from him, butit dis- 
appeared, and its whereabouts is uokrown. 
The ——, piece is one that was taken by 
Dr. B. F. Taylor, chief coiner of the Confed - 
erate States. Thetwo other coins minted 
have disappeared, but the dies from which 
they were struck are still in Mr. Taylor’s 
possession. As the owner of the present 
coin has repeatedly refused $500 for it, and 
as numismatists were anxious to secure the 
rarity for their eollections, the bidding for it 
was very lively. Competition was startad by 
a bid of $200, and, by bids of $100 and $50, 
ran rapidly te $600. By smaller bids of from 
$10 to tO, the price was rapidly raised, until 
it was tinally knocked down toa Mr. South 
for $870. An originai impression of the 
stamp used undertne stamp act of Nov.1, 
1765, Which ultimately resuited in bringing 
about the War of Independence, sold for $5.

Dresden’s Famous China.

The history of Dresden china dates back to 
the year 1710. Until recently the work has 
been carried on in the old castle where the 
charmed secret of “how to make it’’ was 
discovered. A number ofcommodious build- 
ings are now used for the work and occupied 
by seven hundred workmen, we had almost 
said artists, for thev certainly deserve that 
name. The chinais composed of a mixture 
of feldspar and ‘‘kaolien.’? The process of 
making is very similar to that used in the 
making of any china. The principal charm 
is the skill and care which is used. When 
one sees the numberiess ; rocesses of moulding, 
trimming, baking, decorating and polishing 
through which each piece of china, and, in- 
deed, each tiny flower passes, we do not won- 
der at its great cost. This china has been 
imitated very widely, but one can always tell 
the genuine article by the royal mark, 
which is two swords crossed, 

There are two qualitiesof Dresden -china; 
the second can be distinguisbed from the 
first by the addition of two little grooves, 
runping at right angles with the swords. 
The difference between these classes arises 
simply from the fact that in baking the se- 
cond-class articles have not retained their 
perfect form. The demand for china is great- 
er than can be supplied, and the majority of 
these orders come from England and the
